ZEPPELIXS ACTIVE TOO. 


(ASSOCIATED PSESS TELEGRAM] 


London, April 16.—At least two 


Zeppelins raided the counties of Suf- 
folk and Essex, early this morning 
and dropped bombs within 36 miles 
of London, but so far 
as 
material 


damage -was concerned, the attack 
of the Germans was less successful 
than on previous occasions. A large 
number of bombs was dropped in 
towns and villages but no loss of life 
resulted. 


The number of airship which took 


part in the raid is uncertain, but it 
assuredly was more than one as at-

seventy miles apart. The first was 
on Maiden, at 12:20 a. m.. by a Zep- 
pelin which previously passed Burn- 
ham and South Minster.

Vision of the laws on army contract 
frauds. 


Any bills to be 
brought 
before 


parliament must be submitted to the 
king before they come before the 
house, this rule being adopted in or- 
der to prevent any bills being intro- 
duced and passed unexpectedly. 


Various other novel rules have 


been proclaimed to prevent the sit- 
ting developing any untoward inci- 
dents. 
The session is not likely to 


pass without some interesting dis- 
closures, however. Some of the in-

interpellating 


the government in regard to the sur- 
render of Przemysl, particularly as 
to the sacrifice of 10,000 men in the 
last sortie, which they allege was a 
hopeless move from the tirst, as the 
men were too exhausted from their 
privations even to march.

Szakmary, who led the sortie, was so 
indignant over the affairs that he 
carried as his only weapon his cane, 
thus symbolizing in the face of his 
superior officers his belief that he 
was going out merely to slaughter 
his men and had no chance of re- 
turning.

welfare of the eye. This tydng the 
most delicate and sensitive organ of 
the body 'exposed to the air, it Is in 
constant need of the protection given 
by the eyelids, which not only close 
quickly at the approach of danger, but 
are employed in -washing the surface 
of the eye. Moistening is required to 
offset the drying effect of the air and 
cleaning to prevent the injurious,effect 
of dirt Every time you wink the eye 
Is washed. Inside the eye is the little 
tear gland, which, as its name implies, 
is busy storing up the supply of tears. 
This gland keeps the inside of the lid 
moist, and you wink automatically 
whenever the surface of the eye be- 
comes dry or a particle of dust or any- 
thing else strikes it 
This work is 


done as often as necessary, and to 
realize how often it is necessary try 
how long you can keep your eyes open 
without winking.

"Dollar" Comes From Dutch. 


Tie abbreviation "Ps.," to signify 


pesos, rras the origin of the American 
dollar mark, according to a Spanish- 
American scientist 
\Vhen America 


was first settled the Dutch and the 
Spanish were strong competitors for 
the trade of the "world. The Trord dol- 
lar is but a corruption of the Dutch, 
"thaler" or "thaller," a coin much used 
In commerce at that period and TVhica 
superseded the "pieces of eight" of 
Spanish coinage. The peso or piaster, 
•which \vas the Spanish, name for 
"pieces of eight," -was tvorth approxi- 
mately the same as the thaler, and as 
the Dutch name was easier to say it 
found a place in our language iu the 
corrupted form, -while the abbreviation 
for the peso remained as the sole re- 
minder of the Spanish mintage in our 
financial records.—Indianapolis News.

When 
rain is about to visit you the solid par- 
ticles of your liquid barometer will 
tend gradually to mount, little star 
crystals forming In the liquid, which 
otherwise would remain clear.

Ing, In addition to which a solid film 
of particles will form on the surface. 
Fair weather Is indicated by the liquid 
remaining clear, with the solid parti-

habeas corpus refers to the act of 1679. 
This act provides that any man taken 
to prison can insist on being brought 
by his accuser before a judge, who 
shall immediately decide whether or 
not bail Is to be given; that the ac- 
cused shall nave the question of his 
guilt decided by a jury of twelve men 
and not by a government agent; that 
no one can be tried twice on the same 
charge; that every one may insist on 
being examined within twenty days 
of his arrest and tried by Jury the 
next session; that no defendant may 
be sent out of the county for impris- 
onment—New York American.
